land is directed commanding and authoꝛtzing them to enquire of all things, that might anie 
way concerne the ſtate and good of the Kingdome.asby the inrolment of the ſaid Commiſſion 
in the Chancery may apprare. By vertue whereof, the Comniiſſioners (arriuing heere in A- | 
pzit) haue had confinuall meetings and debates, And about the beginning of June, did hum⸗ |

bly ſend vnto His Mateſtic a Certificate,contayning certaine Pꝛopoſitions by them conceiued 
foꝛ the better oꝛdering and ſetling ofthe Courts. and courſe of Juſtice, and foꝛ remouingofthe 
impediments that might oppoſeo2 Hinder the ſame: which Pzopoſitions, the Lozds and o⸗ 
thers of His Mateſtics moſt honourable pꝛiuy Councell of England. haue returned vnto Us, 
not onely with His Mateſties appꝛobation.and their one ſubſcription, but with an abſolute 
direction that the ſaid pꝛopoſitions be put in erecution ; whereunto Wee (fo: our parts.as is 
our duety) ſhall euer be found moſt obedient. And that all others may frame and apply them- 
ſelues accozdingly,# may know their certaine place of reſoꝛt foꝛ Juſtice hereafter, Wee haue re⸗ 
folued,not onely to cauſe the ſaid appꝛoued pzopoſitions to be inrolled inthe Chancerie, but to 
offer them and his Mateſties pleaſure, by this pꝛeſent Pzoclamation, to the publique view of 110 
the woꝛld, that His Maieſties ſmgular affection, and extraoꝛdinarie great grace and goodneſſe 10 
to His ſubiects, may not be hidden from them: And to the end that ſuch as cannot conuent- 1101 
ently haue acceſſe tothe Recozd,may haue the better inkoꝛmation and ſatiſfaction. Mee intend [HIT 
to cauſe Bookes to be pꝛeſentiy pzinted, to which Weereferrethem. 10 
As foꝛ the other impoꝛtant parts ofthe Commiſſion, the ſaid Commiſſioners haue them in 
tontinuall conſideration, with great fidelitie and induſtry ſo as in due ſeaſon they will be made 
publique to the great contentment and comfoꝛt of all his Mateſties well affected ſubiects. e 10 
doubt not.
